Parkland Deputy Who Failed to Confront 
School Shooter Must Be Haunted by Decision

The arrest of former Broward Sheriffs deputy 
Scot Peterson last week is one more gut-churning, 
grief-extending chapter of the 2018 massacre at 
Parkland’s Marjory Stoneman Douglas High. 


Not only is the confessed shooter facing trial, but 
now so is the armed school resource officer who 
remained outside instead of rushing in while one 
gunshot after another rang out. 


Fourteen students and three staff members died. 
Seventeen others were wounded. The nightmare, 
already analyzed second-by-second by investigators, 
will at least twice more be reconstructed—and 
relived by survivors—in a courtroom. 


After a lengthy investigation by the Florida 
Department of Law Enforcement, Peterson stands 
accused of 11 charges, including child neglect, 
culpable negligence and perjury. 


Never before has a law-enforcement officer been 
prosecuted in such a case, and the chances seem 
slim that anything except a perjury conviction 
would be upheld by an appeals court. Nonetheless, 
some parents of the young victims hailed Peterson’s 
arrest. 


Fred Guttenberg, whose daughter Jaime died at the 
high school, addressed the ex-deputy on Twitter: 
“I have no comment except to say rot in hell. You 
could have saved some of the 17. You could have 
saved my daughter...” 


It’s easy to understand how any family member 
would burn with anger while watching the security 
videos of Peterson’s actions—or tragic lack thereof. 


He looked scared. He was shouting frantically into 
his radio, but moving away from the gunfire, not 
toward it. According to the FDLE, he told arriving 
officers to stay 500 feet away from the 1200 
building, where the killings were taking place. 


The tape loops of Peterson hovering in the shadows 
are infuriating to watch, but prosecutors can’t build 
a solid case on acommunity’s outrage. Eventually a 
jury will be facing dry questions of law, such as: Is 
it actually a crime for first-responders to make bad 
decisions, or to show a lack of bravery? 


A panel investigating the Stoneman Douglas 
tragedy has already exposed the slow, unorganized 
deployment of officers from several agencies. Then- 
Broward Sheriff Scott Israel lost his job as a result. 


Peterson’s failure was only one part of what went 
wrong. 


The FDLE reported that the victims on the first 
floor of the 1200 building had already been shot 
by the time Peterson arrived, but that he had time 
to run upstairs to the third-floor and confront the 
19-year-old gunman.

While Peterson did nothing, five more persons died 
and four others were wounded on that floor. 


Still, the type of charges filed against the ex-deputy 
will be hard to prove. Almost all child-neglect cases 
involve caregivers, and there’s not much legal 
precedent for putting law-enforcement officers in 
that category. 


Likewise, culpable negligence isn’t a charge often 
leveled against cops in the line of duty, even when 
fatal mistakes occur. 


Peterson has said he didn’t go into the building 
because he thought the sniper was outside, firing at 
people. That contradicts other first-hand accounts, 
and prosecutors say the deputy was duty-bound to 
advance toward the gunshots. 


Still, it would be unwise to assume that nobody 
in court will believe Peterson’s story, or that he'll 
come off as a completely unsympathetic witness, if 
he testifies. Jurors are reluctant to convict police 
officers in situations where bullets are flying. 


A guilty verdict would raise legitimate concerns 
about whether first-responders—whether it’s a 
cop, firefighter or paramedic—can be criminally 
prosecuted for doing the wrong thing on an 
emergency call. 


There’s no way to know what would have happened 
if Peterson had done the right thing. He had a 
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handgun; the killer was firing an assault rifle. It’s 
possible that the deputy would have been shot 
before he could save a single student. 


But, for God’s sake, you’re supposed to try. 
Peterson must live with the fact he didn’t, and it 
will haunt him forever whether he’s behind bars 
or not. 


When rampages like the Parkland shooting occur, 
a scorching torrent of emotions washes over 
each victim’s family. I know this from personal 
experience. 


There is disbelief, indescribable grief and then 
anger. You want to punish the killer, of course, but 
the pain fueling your rage is bigger than that. You 
want to spread the punishment around, and you 
don’t have to look very far. 


Who let this nut have a gun? Why didn’t the guy 
receive any psychiatric help, or better help? How 
could he just walk in and start shooting? Why 
wasn’t there more security? Who? How? Why? 


But in the end, the person you loved and lost to an 
armed lunatic is still gone. Locking up the killer for 
life won’t change that, nor will locking up a deputy 
who was paralyzed with fear. 


However, one is a true criminal. The other is aman 
who failed for the whole world to see, at a terrible 
cost.

It a Woman Named “Bingbing” Isn’t 
Enough for Movie Deal, What Is?

Those pesky federal prosecutors are it again, 
buzzing around the Trump presidency like flies on 
a steaming cowpie. 


Last week, subpoenas were sent to Trump Victory, 
a Republican fundraising committee, and Mar-a- 
Lago, Donald Trump’s private waterfront club in 
Palm Beach. 


At the center of the inquiry are donations made to 
political events and Trump’s re-election campaign 
by certain private citizens, including employees 
of massage parlors linked to Li “Cindy” Yang, a 
Chinese immigrant and GOP donor who’d been 
promoting herself as someone with access to the 
president’s social orbit. 


Authorities are trying to find out if any of the money 
was provided by Chinese nationals or entities of the 
Chinese government and channeled illegally to the 
Trump campaign. The massage-parlor connection 
would be far-fetched anywhere except Florida. 


The Herald broke the story that Yang once owned 
the Jupiter “day spa” where New England Patriots 
owner Robert Kraft was secretly videotaped 
allegedly having sex with prostitutes. He denies 
the charges. 


Yang drew widespread attention in March after a 
Chinese national talked her way past Mar-a-Lago 
security while carrying two passports, four cell 
phones and a thumb drive containing malware. 
Authorities said the woman, who was arrested, 
claimed to be trying to attend an event promoted 
on Yang’s website. 


The Justice Department is especially interested in 
a Mar-a-Lago fundraiser that Trump attended on 
March 3, 2018. The invitation capped campaign 
contributions at $5,400, but the cost of getting a 
signed photo with the president was $50,000. 


Yang, who wanted a picture of herself beside 
Trump, reached out to quite a few people she 
knew. One of those who wrote a $5,400 check 
was a person exquisitely named Bingbing Peranio, 
a former receptionist at one of Yang’s massage 
parlors. 


Massage parlor receptionists typically don’t make 
enough money to have a spare $5,400 lying 
around. And Peranio wasn’t the only current or 
past employee of Yang’s spa chain to give that 
amount to Trump Victory; some even wrote a 
second $5,400 check to the president’s re-election 
campaign. 


One can understand why prosecutors became 
curious. Here we must quote a_ splendidly 
understated tidbit of reporting by the New York 
Times: 


“It is rare for workers in the massage and spa 
business to support candidates for office at such 


high-dollar levels, according to an analysis of 
Federal Election Commission records.” 


After Bingbing Peranio was initially identified as a 
donor, she told reporters she was a supporter of 
Trump and also was aware that Cindy Yang was 
prominent among Asian-American Republicans. 


She said Yang came to the massage parlor and 
helped her write out the check to Trump Victory. “I 
can’t say she was pushing me or not pushing me, 
but I worked there then,” Peranio said to the Times. 
“I didn’t say no.” 


But she declined to say whether or not Yang had 
reimbursed her for the $5,400, which would be illegal. 
Others connected to Yang, including some family 
members, are now under the same microscope. 


In the end, Yang brought in enough donations to 
get her $50,000 photo with the president, which she 
posted on Facebook and her company’s website. At 
the time, she was offering wealthy Chinese clients 
access to U.S. politicians and Trump, including “VIP 
activities at Mar-a-Lago.” 


It was later revealed that the entrepreneurial Yang 
had connections with organizations linked to the 
Chinese government and Communist Party, raising 
obvious national security questions. 


Yang has asserted that she didn’t know Yujing 
Zhang, the woman arrested with the passports, 
phones and infected thumb drive at the president’s 
private club. 


Prosecutors now want Mar-a-Lago and the Trump 
Victory committee to turn over all records relating 
to Yang, the massage-parlor donors, several 
companies and a nonprofit group with which Yang 
is associated. 


The nonprofit calls itself the Women’s Charity 
Foundation. One of its founding members, 
Xianqin Qu, heads another Florida group that U.S. 
intelligence says is “directly subordinate” to the 
Communist Party of China. 


Yang, who denies any wrongdoing, is suing the 
Herald for defamation. 


Responding to the new subpoenas, Trump Victory 
issued a statement saying it “makes every possible 
effort to ensure” all campaign contributions are 
legal, and that its policy is to cooperate fully with 
law enforcement. 


No writer of spy novels could ever dream up a plot 
in which Chinese agents funneled money through 
strip-mall massage parlors to penetrate the Winter 
White House. If that turns out to be true, another 
question of national urgency looms on the horizon: 


Who will play Bingbing Peranio in the movie?

Lordy, Lordy, Harbor Docks Is...

Harbor Docks is 40 years old. 


I doubt that when we opened in the summer of 1979 
that I ever imagined typing that sentence. Most res- 
taurants don’t make it past two years. Very few span 
four decades. 


Many people might ask, “How did you do it?” I ask 
myself the same question. I think the honest answer 
is that we did it one step at a time and we took lots of 
deep breaths. 


We certainly made lots of mistakes. But I guess we got 
things right more often than we got them wrong. The 
successes must have outweighed the missteps. Sur- 
viving year after year with a rotating roster of staff and 
a changing customer base was a challenge we met. 


In this business there is an old, tired, standard cliché 
that “Good help is hard to find.” It’s unfortunate, but 
I’m proud to say that I think it’s just as true that good 
employers might not be that easy to find either...be- 
cause I’ve found good employees. 


Steve Williams and I drove to Tallahassee to pick up 
our liquor license in 1982 (before then we just sold 
beer and wine). I’ve been counting on him for 37 years, 
and he’s never let me down. Through thick and thin 
and some very, very strange times, Stevie and I have 
been together. 


Jailune McCormick (Mama Dang) showed up in our 
kitchen in 1982, and she’s never left. She’s respon- 
sible for many things including our #4 special, Pad 
Thai and Garlic Pork, for which I will always be in- 
debted. We’ve served over 1,400,000 of her spring 
rolls. They’re the best in the world. 


Ann Jones came to Harbor Docks from the Holiday 
Inn in 1983. She has been in charge of our blue-plate 
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specials and spectacular bread pudding for 36 years. 
She is also responsible for our version of Thanksgiv- 
ing. We have served over 35,000 Thanksgiving din- 
ners—at no charge—over the past 25 years, and we’ve 
raised over $375,000 for Habitat for Humanity and 
Destin Harvest through the generosity of our guests. 
That is because of Ann Jones. 


Mike Seevers came to Harbor Docks in 1984. I thought 
he was a martial arts specialist and that he might 
come in handy in the case of a bar fight. I’ve never 
seen him perform a karate kick, but I’ve also never 
seen him miss a day of work or show up late or be 
rude to a customer. Pretty good for 35 years. 


Jackie Tway migrated here from Viet Nam and started 
as a 14-year-old bus girl who barely spoke English. 
I don’t think there is a single thing that she can’t do 
in the restaurant business—there’s not much that 
scares her—and whether it’s in the kitchen or on the 
floor or in the office, if she can’t do something she'll 
figure it out. 


Yoshia Eddings started rolling sushi in 1992. She has 
educated an entire region on the joys of sushi, and 
it wasn’t easy back then. She’s fed movie stars and 
fishermen and construction workers and treated ev- 
eryone like royalty. She has also generously trained a 
legion of sushi chefs who have gone on to restaurants 
around the country. 


Duster Strawbridge has been a rock in our kitchen for 
27 years. He’s directed a staff, and kept fresh seafood 
coming off of a small line through blistering summer 
after summer. I don’t think he has ever missed a day, 
and I’ve never heard him complain. Not once. 


Sunshine McCollester came to us from Indian Bayou 
more than 20 years ago, and she has been waiting on 
many of the same customers that whole time. Some- 
times we have to turn the lights up in the dining room 
so Sunshine can read the menus, but we can handle 
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that, partly because she has always taken care of em- 
ployees who have become homebound because of poor 
health. 


Then there are Shannon Johnson and Tony Martin, 
who have run our seafood market since 1985. It’s the 
only job they’ve ever had, and they work in a crusty 
environment and a difficult and stressful industry. 
They’ve been finding—and selling—fresh seafood their 
entire adult lives. 


Three of these women were immigrants to this coun- 
try. They became citizens after they got here. My son 
Chatham took Dang to vote three years ago with Dang 
waving the American flag the whole time. I wave the 
flag for them and give thanks every day that they are 
my friends. 


We have so many other dedicated people at Harbor 
Docks. I am grateful for every one of them. We’ve lost 
remarkably few employees over the years because, of 
course, things don’t always work out. The main rea- 
son we've lost people has been over virtually the only 
requirement we have. Our workers have to be on time. 


We've hosted too many different events at Harbor 
Docks for me to remember. Musicians from all over 
the country and all genres have played here. We’ve 
had magicians and dinner theater. We’ve hosted ce- 
lebrities from all walks of life. 


Harbor Docks has provided a platform for political 
candidates seeking local and statewide office, and for 
President Bill Clinton. Most of our political gatherings 
have been for Democrats, and in the most conserva- 
tive area of our state, we have managed to survive. 


I’m almost as proud of our customers as I am of our 
employees. When you are open to the public, you 
never know who is going to come through your front 
door. We’ve had people from every walk of life join us 
in our restaurant. 


We've celebrated births, engagements, weddings, pro- 
motions and victories. We’ve comforted friends who 
were sick, broken and sad, and many who suffered 
losses. In 40 years, you’re going to lose some people, 
and we've lost some very close friends. Most of my 
friends today are either people I met at Harbor Docks 
or the people I have worked with. 


Through our Thanksgiving dinners, Destin Harvest, 
and American Lunch, we have fed lots of hungry peo- 
ple over the years. Over 25 years, we’ve helped to take 
7,900 kids fishing on the first Sunday of November. 
We've been a part of numerous fundraisers to increase 
recreational opportunities for our children. 


None of our endeavors for the betterment of Destin 
and for the feeding of less fortunate people would 
come under the heading of that worn out phrase “Giv- 
ing back to the community.” We’ve always assumed 
that we were the community. Basically, we’ve been 
giving back to ourselves. 


My son Eddie bought Harbor Docks earlier this year. 
His brother and two sisters are his partners. He'll doa 
wonderful job, and he doesn’t have to ask me for any 
tips on running a restaurant. He already knows. 


One foot in front of the other. Deep breaths. And don’t 
forget—be on time.

Big Fish Reel in Destin’s Ska-Punk Fans July 6

For over 25 years Reel Big Fish have spread their 
signature irreverent (usually happy-sounding tunes 
with somewhat nihilistic lyrics) version of ska- 
punk. On Saturday, July 6, they return to Destin’s 
Club LA stage to help you dance your worries away. 


Trumpet player and backing vocalist John 
Christianson (a/k/a Johnny Christmas) took time 
during the UK stretch of their tour to answer a few 
questions about life, music, and how ska-punk has 
managed to stay afloat. 


The straight musical definition of ska-punk is the 
combination of island music (by way of Jamaica) 
with the speed and energy attributed to punk rock. 
But at its heart, it is an assortment of musical 
influences that attracts a diverse assortment of 
fans. 


“The fans have just turned into regular people 
coming to the shows,” Christianson says. “Gone 
are the days when you would get die hard ska kids 
dressed up to the nines in their suspenders, suits 
and Doc Martens, only there to hear ska music. Now 
it’s people from all walks of life at all ages looking to 
have a good time and forgetting their problems that 
they have the rest of the week. We know how hard 
everyone’s lives can be at times, and we give you an 
excuse to smile, laugh, throw your fist in the air and 
sing ‘You Got Me Pissed Off’ and have a good time. 


“Ska, like any music, is like making soup—no 
two recipes are exactly alike. You take a pinch of 
the Specials, a handful of Rancid, and have it all 
fronted by the amazing Amy Interrupter, and you 
have a delicious gazpacho that is the Interrupters. 
It’s always fun music that puts a smile on your face 
and makes you want to dance.”

That philosophy is likely part of the reason Reel Big 
Fish’s late 2018 release is entitled Life Sucks...Lets 
Dance. It marks their ninth studio album, their first 
in six years. 


For a band that is nearing their third decade, it 
seems natural to ask Christianson about the type 
of legacy he wants to have associated with Reel 
Big Fish. “That we made this world a little bit 
better than we left it, through music,” he says. 
“Our band helps people laugh at the absurdities 
of life. We poke fun at the human condition, so 
you can laugh and not take yourself so seriously. 
Because the majority of the problems in this 
world are caused by people who can’t laugh at 
themselves. Take your life sincerely, not seriously. 
There’s a big difference between those two words.” 


Christianson embraces the familiar battle cry of 
supporting what you love by getting out and seeing 
shows. “Please go see the bands that you love and 
help them continue to put a smile on your face. 
Music is like therapy. It helps you process emotions 
and teaches you what it’s like to be a human being. 
So go to a show (and) buy a shirt so an artist can 
continue to make music that has a positive impact 
on your (life).” 


Christianson seems excited to return to the Emerald 
Coast, recalling our beaches and the Gator Beach 
attraction at Fudpucker’s, as well as “watching our 
drummer eject the contents of his stomach into a 
garbage can during the show and not miss a beat. 
It’s always a good time when we come to Destin.” 


He promises a good time at the July concert, where the 
band will be supported by the Aquabats. “That’s what 
this music and Reel Big Fish is all about. Checking 
your problems at the door and having the most fun 
you can possibly have...with your clothes on.”

Gordon Lightfoot, The Complete Singles 1970-

Richie 
Unterberger’s liner notes are excellent, but as a two- 
disc, decade-spanning set, there’s still a lot missing 
here. 


Grateful Dead, Aoxomoxoa (50th Anniversary 
Deluxe Edition). Hardly a classic by any stretch of 
the imagination, no matter what you're ingesting. The 
1971 mix is preferable to the 1969 one, and the bonus 
live set tops ‘em both. And yet it’s still kind of boring...

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Hurricane Michael Over Six Months Later 


By Carrie Hunter 


In April, my co-director Austin and I set off to 
Apalachicola intending to make a documentary 
about the history of air conditioning. The route we 
took looked like Godzilla crashed through forests, 
homes and businesses. Hurricane Michael hit the 
area almost six months prior. In Pensacola, we had 
long forgotten our neighbors and were shocked by 
the lack of recovery. At this time, we decided to film 
a documentary about people still struggling due to 
the storm. 


The most striking part of Michael is how large of 
an area was decimated. We drove between Panama 
City and Apalachicola and north to Greenwood. The 
timber and cotton industries suffered major 
blows. Affordable housing is scarce. The coastal 
areas are badly damaged, but the situation inland 
is even more desperate. We found families living in 
tents, homes filled with mold, campers with leaking 
roofs and no electricity. In Jackson and Calhoun 
counties, mobile homes were crushed like tin cans 
and metal roofs of wood houses ripped off. 


We visited a family of seven who lived in 
tents in the woods. Their original home was

There was no roof, and walls on 
two sides were knocked down. Several other people 
told me of similar FEMA letters for homes that were 
destroyed. 


In a damaged camper, I met Rosie, a grandmother 
who could barely walk due to diabetes. Her destroyed 
home sat nearby condemned by the city. Her 
husband did the best he could, but was struggling 
himself to make the property livable. Their camper 
had no electricity, but the doctor had ordered that 
Rosie stay cool. 


Volunteers visited round the clock to refill a small 
generator that ran a window unit air conditioner. She 
had no refrigerator and said that she wasn’t sure 
if her insulin had gone bad, but she had to use it 
anyway. She wanted her grandchildren to come 
visit, but the property was too dangerous. Rosie and 
volunteer Jodie Mosley spoke for a while about their 
faith that God would help her. 


For every person we filmed, I received dozens of 
similar emails. Homelessness, increased rents, 
mold, water damage, job losses, and depression 
permeate every level of society. This is over six 
months after Hurricane Michael. Even upper middle 
class families are struggling. The poorest were 
kicked off the edge of a cliff. As a native Floridian, 
I’m aware that this could have been my home and 
my family in Pensacola.

That’s why Emerald Coast Theatre Company’s

From Two Coolers to Johnny Cash: 
Happy 40th, Harbor Docks!

On July 4, Harbor Docks restaurant in 
Destin will celebrate its 40th birthday. 
Beachcomber caught up with founder/ 
former owner Charles Morgan III and 
his son (and current majority owner) 
Eddie Morgan. Like many success 
stories in Beachcomberland, Harbor 
Docks is a tale of timing, growth...and 
lack of beer. 


Charles had graduated from the 
University of Alabama with a master’s 
in American Studies, and was working 
on a fishing boat. “I had zero-percent 
business background,” he says. “But 
there were only about six restaurants 
between Destin Bridge and Sandestin. 
You had to go nearly to Fort Walton. 
It was self-serving—we wanted a place 
to hang out.” 


The enterprise began with two 
coolers—one for oysters in the shell, 
the other for beer—and a few picnic 
tables. They set up in what had been 
Dewey Destin’s old house, which 
Charles’ father had purchased from 
charter captain Jack Cason, and 
which he rented to Charles for $200 
a month. “He was probably wondering 
what the hell I was doing down here,” 
says Charles. 


The area was still largely undeveloped 
at the time. “You could still park on 
Highway 98 up to the 1980s,” says 
Charles. 


In 1981, expansion began. Charles 
went to one of two local banks for a 
$5,000 loan for improvements. The 
first one turned him down. At the 
second bank, he asked for $7,500 
and got his money, which paid for 
construction of the “front room” of 
the present restaurant. “It was the 
last business plan I made,” says 
Charles. Eventually a dining room 
and downstairs area were added. 


Eddie Morgan has photos from the 
old place, including one of the 1981 
menu, bearing the slogan, “One 
Hell of an Oyster Bar.” Prices are 
handwritten by his mom. The “from 
the bar” section offers Perrier and 
a Tropical Smoothie (there’s now a 
full bar). Beer prices range from 90 
cents for domestic drafts and top out 
at $2 for imports like Red Stripe and 
San Miguel. The menu offers soups, 
salads, sandwiches and five seafood 
items, including raw oysters (a dozen 
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for $2.50) and snow crab for $6.50. 
Florida lobster tails, as always, were 
market price. 


Charles added more staff, and 
expansion continued. In 1990, he tried 
sushi for the first time at a local Asian 
restaurant (no longer in business), 
prepared by a woman named Yoshi. 
Charles perceived that things didn’t 
look so good at the restaurant, and 
told Yoshi she should come work for 
him. Three days later she showed up 
with her gear at Harbor Docks, and 
its sushi bar was born. “At the time, 
sushi was just about unknown here... 
[Yoshi] educated an entire region,” 
says Charles. 


Asked about best and worst moments, 
Eddie and Charles recall Hurricane 
Opal (October 1995). “It wiped out the 
downstairs,” says Eddie. “There were 
couches here from Holiday Isle.” 


Charles says his “best thing” is the 
fact that “we’ve been here for 40 years. 
The incredible people I’ve worked with, 
friendships with customers.” 


Harbor Docks has hosted many 
celebrities, including President 
Bill Clinton. Charles also recalls 
the night he received a call from a 
friend asking if he could get a table 
for Johnny Cash, June Carter Cash, 
and their daughter. It was a busy 
night, and they had already been 
turned down by another restaurant. 
Asked if they could accommodate the 
country singer, the other restaurant’s 
response was reportedly, “I don’t care 
if it’s [expletive] President Bush, we’re 
100-percent booked.” 


Charles assured his friend that 
Harbor Docks could accommodate 
Cash’s family. He gave them a window 
table. The other patrons respected 
the family’s privacy throughout their 
meal. As he was leaving, Cash stopped 
at the door, then turned around. “He 
went from table to table, tapping 
people on the shoulder and saying 
‘Hello, ’m Johnny Cash.” 


Eddie bought the restaurant from 
Charles last fall. His duties include 
doing whatever’s needed, including 
cooking occasionally, “shaking hands 
and kissing babies.” They have been 
doing some remodeling, and “other 
stuff,” as yet undisclosed, is in the 
works. The July 4 celebration will 
begin at 11 AM, with live music 
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Eddie Morgan 


starting at 4 PM (Beachcomber Music 
Award winners Austin Jennings and 
Cadillac Willy). There will be specials 
all day, and no reservations are 
needed. 


Charles expressed full confidence in 
his son’s stewardship of Harbor Docks 
in its next 40 years. “It’s just a matter 
of common sense to people you work 
with and customers. We’re a real part 


of this town that we live in and love. 
Whatever we do, it will be done with 
love.” 


Harbor Docks is located at 538 
Harbor Boulevard in Destin. Hours 
are Monday through Wednesday, 11 
AM-10 PM; Thursdays, 11 AM-11 PM; 
Fridays and Saturdays, 7 AM-11 PM;
